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We entered N- H. S. in the fall of 1950. Our first few days were spent in the 
confusion of organizing classes, buying books and becoming adjusted to the routine 
of high school life. Our class, which was one of the largest ever to enter N. H'. S. 
numbered seventy-three. 

With the help of our class advisers, Mr. Snow and Mr. Aldrich, we held our first 
meeting and elected the following officers: President-Rollin Waite, Vice President- 
James Pedley, Treasurer-Ricardo Diego, Secretary-Chloe Goodrich, Social Chairman- 
Patricia Philip. 

Four new members were added to the faculty during our first year at N. H. S. 
They were Mr. Aldrich, who taught math; Mr. Snow, our shop teacher; Mr. 
Mahoney, who taught science and coached varsity basketball; Mr. Higuera, the 
French teacher. 

On September 25, the Sophomores presented the annual Freshman Reception. 
We enjoyed meeting the faculty and m.any of the other students. We found the 
dance a great help in acquainting us with our teachers and fellow students at 

N. H. S. 

As we were Freshmen, we did not sponsor many social activities; however, in 
the spring of 1951, we entered the One-Act Play contest. Our play, coached by Mr. 
Mahoney and Miss Snell, was a comedy called “Eh.” Although our play was not the 
best, we thought we had done quite well in our debut on the stage of N. H. S. 

In the spring of our Freshman Year we were all saddened by the death of Mrs- 
Whitney, who had taught music to many of us for years. We shall always 
remember her not only as a kind and patient teacher, but as a wonderful friend. 

As summer vacation drew near and we realized that we were about to complete 
our first year of high school, we felt much satisfaction in knowing that we had 
accomplished a great deal, and we looked forward to our future years at N- H. S. 
with many hopes and plans. 

We returned in September as Sophomores, happy at being superior to some¬ 
one, even if it were only the incoming Freshmen. 

With Mr. Gammons, Mrs. Weiss, and Mr. Snow as our advisers, we started the 
year off with a class meeting and election of officers. The results of the election 
were: President-James Pedley, Vice President-Patricia Philip, Treasurer-Chloe 
Goodrich, Secretary-Kathryn Hauver, Social Chairman-Margery Aldous, Student 
Council-Amold Martin and Clayton Luce, Junior Red Cross-Karla King. 

We started work at once on our first big social function, the Freshman 
Reception. This was our first attempt at working together on such a large project; 
however, through the efforts and cooperation of everyone, we found that planning 
and presenting a dance was as much fun as attending one. Although the dance was 
not a success financially, it certainly was socially, and we were happy in doing our 
best to welcome the new Freshman. 

At the end of the first semester, Mr. Snow, one of our class advisers, left to 
take a new position. He was replaced by Mr. Swenson, who taught shop and 
coached our ski team. 
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Our basketball season was successful. Under the excellent guidance of Coach 
Mahoney, our team played its way into the tournament and emerged as Northern 
Class B Champions. We then traveled to Middlebury to try for the state title. This 
we sadly lost to West Rutland. 

Once again the talent in our class was exhibited through our participation in 
the One-Act Play contest. Coached by Mr. Gammons and Mrs. Weiss, our play was 
a comedy called “The Lion Roars.” We were extremely happy to find that we had 
won second place honors. 

We did not feel too sorry when we found our Sophomore Year drawing to a 
close, partly because of summer vacation and partly because we looked forward to 
entering high school as upper classmen. 

In the fall of 1952 we returned to school. We immediately began our Junior 
Year with a bustling around of activity. Our Junior class officers were: President- 
James Pedley, Vice President-Thelma Abbott, Secretary-Kay Hauver, Freasurer- 
Clayton Luce, Social Chairman-Patricia Philip, Student Council-Clement Confessore 
and Maureen Garrity. 

In November, a musical comedy, “Wear Pink,” was presented by the combined 
classes of N. H. S. Under the expert direction of Miss Wellington and Miss Carey, 
the production was a huge success and we were proud of our classmates who took 
part in it. 

Again this year we had a winning basketball team. The Mahoneymen once 
more qualified for the tournament and we were runners-up for the Northern Class 
B Championship. 

In the spring of our Junior Year we elected the Rambles staff, choosing Kathryn 
Hauver as editor. Our first issue of the paper was a good one and it improved with 
each edition. 

In May our delegates for the Model United Nations were appointed. They were 
Rollin Waite and Patricia Philip.
